In the year 1880 the woolen manufactures 
of the United States were valued at $%95,- 
$14,664. The wages paid to the workmen 
who made the goods were returned by the 
manufacturers to the Census Marsiials at 
$47,351,638, or 12 cents on the dollar 
of the amount realized for the. goods. 
The profits of the manufacturers exceeded 
all the wages paid to the working people in 
the woolen milis. These goods were pro- 
tected by Congress by a tax on consumers of 
iunported wooilens of 61}, per cent, not count- 
ing freights, the duty on the expense of box- 
ing, cartage, commissions, etc,, which would 
carry the actual ** protection ” above 70 per 
cent. ‘The value of foreign woolens import- 
ed im 1880 was $47,618,182, on which a duty 
tax of more then 30 millions was collected. 
The imports of woolens were therefore about 
12 per cent of the domestic production. The 
imported woolens, with the enormous tariff 
tax, cost the merchants 78 millions of dollars, 
and, with their profits added to those of the 
retailers, the people paid for these goods 
perbaps 110 millions of dollars. But they 
also paid the same immense per cent of tax 
on the 400 millions of domestic woolens, and 
the Goverrment did not receive a cent of 
it. Without the 61 per cent “protection,” 
these 400 millions worth of woolens would 
have sold for less than 245 millions to the 
wholesalers, and the consumers would have 
saved 150 millions of dollars on the first 
cost and two middlemen’s profits on the 
same, ‘The amount forced out of the people 
on their clothing by Congress and “forked 
over’’ to the manufacturers as “ protection” 
money is more than three times the amount 
paid by these Congressional pets to all their 
workmen for fabricating the goods! The pro- 
tection tax paid the woolen manufacturers 
exceeds 150 millions, whereas they only pay 
their workmen in wages for labor $47,351,028, 
But this is not all. The Ways and Méans 
Committee, in their bill “ revising and re- 
forming the tariff,” have actually largely 
inereased the bounty tax to the woolen mo- 
nopoly! Itis proposed to rob the people of 
the United. States some fifteen or twenty 
millions more for the benefit of the woolen 
ring. The people are no more considered by | 
the attorneys of the tariff rings in Congress 
than so many sheep to be shorn or cattle to 
be slaughtered for their carcasses and hides.

LAWYERS AND CRIMINAL-LAW RE- 
| FORM. 

An abortive attempt was made at. the re- 
cent meéting of the Illinois State Bar Asso- 
ciation by some of the more liberal and en- 
lightened members to bring the iuofinence of 
the lawyers to bear upon the Legislature in 
favor of an adequate reform of procedure in 
criminal trials. A series of well-considered 
and judicious resolutions were presented by 
the committee having the matter in charge, 
which comprehended the principal changes 
in the statutes necessary to insure a prompt 
and intelligent trial of apprehended crim- 
inals, but only two or three of the sugges- 
tions were approved by the association, and 
the remainder were rejected. 

The recommendations indorsed were one 
empowering the Judge to grant or deny an 
application for a change of venue based upon 
perjured affidavits of his alieged prejudice 
against the defendant; another requiring 
juries to accept the law as construed and de- 
clared to them by the court; and a third re- 
quiring that notice be given to the State’s- 
Attorney of application for a supersedeas in 
a criminal case in order that he may appear 
and resist the same. But the recommenda- 
tions which were rejected by the State Bar 
Association were much more important to 
the protection of the peuple, and they evi- 
dently encountered the hostility of the trades- 
union lawyers because they were calculated 
te simplify proceedings and to brush away 
the quibbles and technicalities on which 
criminal lawyers are accustomed to rely as a 
means to defeat justice and secure their 
guilty clients from punishment. 

It was proposed, among other things, that, 
in an application for a continuance on the 


part of the criminal based upon the alleged 


absence of a material witness, the attorney 
for the people may avoid that trick to gain a 
continuance by admitting the testimony 
which the alleged absent witness would give 
if he were present, with the privilege of con- 
troverting the statement set up in the affidavit 
or of impeaching the witness,

97% was also proposed that the law be so 
amended as to require the jury (éxcept in 
murder trials) to pass upon the. guilt or in- 
nocence of the accused, and make it the, 
duty of the court to fix the, penalty within 
the limits of the law. There was no good 
reason why murder trials should be excepted 
from such a rule, Bur the majority of the 
Bar Association would hot listen to the pro- 
posed amendment even b- ‘that modified 
form. The opposition in this instance must 
have been based upon the characteristic hos- 
tility of criminal Jawyers as a class to the 
surrender of any professional advantage to 
public interest. Lawyers ean: deal with 
juries loosely or designedly made up more 
suecessfully than with Judges who are im- 
pressed with their responsibility to the law, 
the people, and the cause of justice. A con- 
victed criminal may be resected from ade 
quate punishment in many.¢ases by creating 
false sympathy among some of the jurors; 
and it frequently happens that one or more 
of the jury are comustted in advance to 
the prisoner, and when these retained jurors 
are not able to secure a verdict of acquittal 
nor even to holdout for disagreement upon 
a plain proof of guilt they are potent in re- 
ducing the penalty as a concession to secure 
a verdict. Such compromises demoralize 
the administration of justice and encourage 
crime indireetly, but the lawyers as a class 
are apparently indifferent to these deplora- 
ble results so long as they are able to main- 
tain certain professional advantages in the 
defense of criminals in defeating Justice. 

A recommendation still more important for 
the protection of public interests against the 
criminal classes was that which proposed 
that no person shall be rejected as a juror 
because he pas formed an impression or ex- 
parte opinion upon rumor or newspaper 
statements, if such person on oath declares 
that he can render a verdict fairly and im- 
partially in accordance with the law and the 
evidence, and if the court be satisfied of the 
truth of such statement. But the Bar Asso- 
ciation would not agree to this recommenda- 
tion, though it is now unanimously conceded 
that there can be no intelligent: juries in crim- 
inal cases so long as they shall be made up 
from men who neither read the newspapers 
nor interest themselves in what is going 
on in the world. The very fact that 
@ person summoned as a jiror admits 
that he has read the newspapers aid 
formed an impression on newspaper reports 
of the case in hand is calculated to command 
confidence in his subsequent statement that 
he is prepared to render an impartial ver- 
dict on the evidence that may be produced, 
because if he were disposed to be unfair or 
were willing to perjure himself he would 
suppress the fact that he had read the news- 
papers and formed an opinion, and could 
thus qualify as a juror eicher in the iuterest 
of tha defendant or against him. But it is 
not the intelligent, impartial, and independ- 
ent juror whom the lawyers as a class de- 
sire In the trial of criminal causes; thay pre- 
fer a ciass of clowns in the jury-box whom 
they can impress with their eloquence and 
whose ignorance promises a keener sympa- 
thy with an accused person than with the 


1 interests of society or the exactions of jus- 


tice, 

The course taken by the Illinols Bar As- 
sociation-in regard to criminallaw reform 
serves to gonfirm a conviction already well 
settled that the people need not look to the 
legal profession for willing assistance in this 
work. There are individual lawyers suf- 
ficiently public-spirited to piace the interests 
of the people above those of the trades-union 
to.which they belong, but they are the excep- 
tions. The average lawyer is in favor of 
every expedient for delay, every technical 
loophole for the escape of the criminai on 
trial, every device for securing a rebearing 
of acase that has gone against him, the 
strictest possible construction of the form of 
the indictment ‘and proceedings, the igno- 
rance and sometimes the depravity of a jury, 
and, in one word, all the circumstances and 
conditions which are calculated to extend 
litigation, civil and criminal, and in that way 
increase his fees. The shyster lawyer is the 
very last persdn, as arule, from whom law 
reform can be expected. & the procedure in 
ériminal trials in this State is to be improved 
im the interest of society and justice, the 
work must be done In'spite of men whose 
training, habits, and seltish tnterests are al! 
opposed to the public good. Fortunately 
the work is before the Legislature in the 
shape of a popular demand, clearly set forth 
by the Governorin his message, impressed 
upon individual members by their constitu- 
ents, and commended by the experience of 
older States. Under these conditions the 
lawyers’ trades-union will probably be pow- 
erless to defeat or delay the proposed reform. 

a 
THE PRESIDENTIAL SUCCESSION. 

There is a bill now under discussion in the 
Senate making legal provision for the suc- 
cession to the Presidency in the ease of a va- 
eancy in the office of the President and Vice- 
President,. Presidents have died in office, 
and so have Vice-Presidents, and the fact 
that up to this time both offices have not be- 
come vacant during the samé time is no as- 
surance that such an event may not occur 
hereafter. 

The present law, which was passed early 
in the history of the Government, is not per- 
fect. itis seriously imperfect. Lt provides 
that in case the offices of President and Vice- 
President shall both beeome vacant the 
duties of the office of President shal! devolve 
on the President of the Senate, and, in case 
there be no President of the Senate, then 
upon the Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives. Itso happened that when Presi- 
Gent Garfield was assgginated there was 
neither a President of the Senate nor Speaker 
of the House in office. So thatin case of the 
death or disability of Vice-President Arthur 
there would have been no legal! provision of 
any Kind for the succession. The Govern- 
ment would have been without an Execu- 
tive. The bill now before the Senate is de- 

signed to remedy this serious defect, which 
leaves the country exposed to the dangers of 
a domestic strife which may involve the 
most dangerous consequences. 

The bill proposes that in case of a vacancy 
resulting from the death or disability of both 
President and“Vice-President the duties of 
the office of President shall be performed by 
the person holding at the time the office of 
Secretary of State, and if that office be un- 
filled at the time then by the Secretary of 
the Treasury, oc by some. other of the mem- 
bers of the Cabinet in the order named in the 
bill. As existing law provides for the elec 
tion of a President in case of the death of 
both President and Vice-President, the suc-. 
cession of a member ot the Cabinet can be 
only temporary at the most. | 

The present law provides that when the of-, 
fices of President and Vice-President both 
become vacant the Secretary of State shall 
notify the Executive of each State, and in 

} such notification shall specify that Electors 
for President and Vice-President shall be 
appointed in each State under the following 


ty, | If there shall be the; space of two months 
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Electors in their several States, and thirty- 
four days preceding that day is the day fixed 
for the election of the Electors. 

It will be seen, the re, that in case of a 
vacancy in the offices‘of both President and 
Vice-President person designated to fill 
these offices cannot serve longer than fifteen 
months, when a successor will be elected and 
sworn in. 

The objection, and the only one made to 
the proposed law, is that the officers desig- 
nated to act temporarily as \President uatil 
an election. can be held are officers unknown 
to the Constitution and not elected by the 
people, This objection is very weak. So far 
as itis urged as &Teason why the temporary 
President of the Senate and the Speaker of 
the House should be designated it is trifling. 
It is true the Constitution provides for the 
election of a Speaker of the House and a 
temporary President of the Senate, but it 
also provides for the appointment of the 
chiefs of the Executive departments, Each 
is as much a constitutional office as Ahe 
other, no more and no less, and the Cabinet 
officer is officially as near the people as is 
any mémber of either House of Congress. 
The members of the Cabinet are directly part 
of the executive branch of the Government. 
Nor is the suggestion that a Judge of the Su- 
preme Court should be given the succession 
any better, it is foreign to the theory of the 
Government that there should be any con- 
nection - between the Presidential office 
and Congress or ‘the judiciary. Let the 
temporary succession to the Presidency be 
vested ig the Executive for the time being. 
In fact, the Constitution marks the wisdom 
of this separation by declaring that “ No per- 
son holding any office under the United 
States shall be a member of either House 
during his continuance In office.” To make 
a member of either House eligible also to be 
President while stilla member is not to be 
reconciled with the spirit of the Constitution. 
The designation of the members of the Cabi- 
net as the successors in order of the late 
President is the best of all methods te cover 
with the least possible disturbance the ad- 
ministration of Nationai affairs until the va- 
cancy can be filled by an élection in the man- 
ner provided by law. The Secretary of State 
ought to be the most appropriate as well as 
competent officer temporarily to administer 
the Government until a President is elected. 

The bill ought to-pass, and pass at this ses- 
sion. This whole business has been neg- 
lected too long, and the affairs, if not the 
peace, of the Nation left too much to accident, 
The order of succession curing the tempo- 
rary vacancy should be settled at ance,

It is a one man’s monopoly and its story is 


brief, pie Fa man who gets sugar 
‘cheap, and man is Claus Spreckels, 
There is one American whose interests are, 


looked after, and that American is a Prus- 
sian by the name of Claus Spreckels. The 


reciprocity treaty was passed in 1875, and by 


its provisions sugar and other products were 
adinitted free toe our ports. Spreckels, whe 
was weil acquainted in the islands, especially 
with the sugar interests, and who also con- 
trolled the refineries in San Francisco, at 
once purchased the Hawaiian sugar planta- 
tions and established his sugar monopoly. 
With such advantages in his hands, thé peo- 
ple of the Pacific Slope certainly had reason 
to expect cheap sugar—in point of fact much 
cheaper sugar than can be had along the At- 
lantic seaboard after paying duty. 

With the plantations in one hand and the 
refineries in the other Claus Spreckels had 
no idea of furnishing California people with 
cheap sugar. He was master of the sugar 
highway from the islands to the Golden Gate. 
Nothing of a saccharine nature could get in 
that way that did not belong te Ciaus Spreck- 
els; but he was not safe so long as sugar 
could be brought overland from the Kast by 
the Central Pacific Railroad at the rate of a 
cent per pound. Competition threatened 
him, but he choked off competition with 
bribery, and byits influence made the Cen- 
tral Pacific a partnerin the infamous scheme 
to rob the people of California. Under cer- 
tain promises of increased business he in- 
duced that conscienceless corporation to put 
up the rates on sugar to two cents per pound, 
which bars out allsugar from the East, be- 
cause merchants cannot pay that freight 
charge in addition te the other charges and 
compete with Claus. Spreckels’ free sugar. 


With the reciprocity treaty, the tariff, and 


the Central Pacific Railroad Company to ald 
him, he has the people of California at his 
merey. He charges them an increase of five 
cents a pound over the real market value of 
sugar, and they have to pay it or go without. 

If it were not for the tariff Claus Spreckels 
could not monopolize sugar; if i¢ were not 
for the reciprocity treaty he could not; if it 
were not for the huge bribe with which he 
controls the Central Pacific be could not. 
His monopoly fs based upon injustice, cor- 
ruption, and bribery. By its operations he 
forces the people of California to pay an ex- 
orbitant charge for sugar, and deprives the 
Government of two niillions of revenue, and 
puts it in his own. pockets. By virtue of this 
one-sided treaty, which is of no value what- 
ever to the United States, and which benefits 
only this one mania the United States, and 
by virtue of the corrupt bargain made with 
the Central Pacific Railroad Company, he is 
today more powerful than the Government 
itseif,-and isso strongly intrenched that he 
cannot be moved so [ong as the present tariff 
and treaty relations continue. For its infa- 
mous part in the corrupt bargain with Claus 
Spreckels the Central Pacific Railroad ought 
to be severely punished, and to bring Claus 
Spreckels to terms the treaty ought to be 
abrogated, The least that can be done is to 
throw it to the dogs when it expires, and 
give the Californians achanee to get sugar 
as cheaply as other people,

WORKINGMEN IMPOSED ON. 

Ata meeting of workingmen in New York 
the other day it was determined to start a 
movement to oppose a reduction of tariff by 
Congress. A permanent association was 
formed under the title of the American Pro- 
tectionist Labor Union. No doubt the senti- 
ments of these workingmen fairly represent 
those of a large proportion. of the operative 
class of American labor. They have been 
taught that the gentlemen who spend so 
much time at Washington to procure “ pro- 
tective ”’ iegislation do so in the interests of 
American labor to which they desire to pay 
generous American wages. 

One of the most active of these groups of 
solicitous employers of labor that needed to 
be protected were the manufacturers of 
Bessemer steel. To save their workingmen 
from the competition of “ pauper” labor they 
kindly went to Washington and had a tax of 
$23 a ton put on steel rails that cost but $25 
in Engiand. This enabled the steel-rail 
manufacturer to Keep his niills going and his 
meno busy. 

The profits of the manufacturers were 
enormous. The testimony which can be 
found by any one spread on the records of 
the Orphans’ Court of Philadelphia iam re 
Estate of J. Edgar Thomson shows: this 
officially. It is there stated that.the divi- 
dends of the Pennsylvania Steei Company in 
1880 were 12 per cent. In 1881 they were 22 
per cent in cash, after making which the 
company had the enormous sum of $3,286,- 
423.51 of undivided profits on hand. Out of 
this they made an extra dividend of $825,000 
more, and still had on hand $2,461, 428.51 of 
profits, with six months" profits stiil to be as- 
certalned and added tothis. That fs, they 
divided 77 per cent In cash and had left 125 
per cent in cash on their capital of $2,000,000, 

How much of the benefit of this *‘ protec- 
tion’ do the members of the new American 
Labor Protectionist Union think the work- 
ingman received ?

Mrs. Langtry at Eaverly’s. ‘ 

With all the disposition in the wurld to 
find something to praise in last night’s per- 
formance of “She Stoops to Conquer” at 
Haverly’s, it is literally impossible, ff the 
acting of Mr. Cooper and perhaps two oth- 
ers be excepted, to find a single feature that 
doos not call for censure. A cold night, 
with an intermittent piercing wind sweep- 
ing the front seats and compelling resort to 
overcoats, a cold performance, and a cold au- 


dience, it was little wonder that numbers 


were literally frozen out of the. theatre be- 
fore the play was two-thirds over. To begin 
with, owing toa severe.cold Mr. Shepherd, 
who was to have filled the important role of 
Mr. Hardcastle, was unable to appear, his 
place having to besupplied at short notice by 
Mr. Crisp; though it is only fair to the latter 
to add that he struggled manfully with the 
eharacter, and showed to better advantage 
than most of his associates did in their own 
proper parts.

Col. J. A. Sheetz, of Freeport, Til. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribuna 

FREEPORT, IL, Jan. 8.—This morning at 
haif-past 10 o’clock the community was 
shocked when it was learned that Col. J. A. 
Sheetz, a prominent .citizen and a gallant 
soldier in the late war, was dead. He had 
been alling for some time, but his condition 
was not considered dangerous. Heart-dis- 
ease was the cause of death. He was widely 
known throughout the West. He leaves 
a wife -and daughter 2 years of age, an aged 
mother, and some sisters and brotiiers. Col. 
Sheetz wasa nativeof Pennsylvania, and was 
born in Lycoming County Jan. 6, 1836, and 
was therefore 46 years old. He came to 
Stephenson County with his parents in 1839, 
and grew up to manhood here. He was one 
of the first men to enlist after the attack 
upon Fort Sumter in Company F, Eighth 
lilinois Volunteer Infantry, in which he was 
elected and commissioned as Second Lieu- 
tenant. He waa promoted for gallantry at 
the battles of Fort Donelson and Shiloh, and 
steadily rose in rank ti!l he held a commis- 
sion as Colonel of his regiment. After 
having been breveted’ Bri ier-General 
for gallantry on the fiel of battle, 
he was honorably discharged from the 
volunteer service and entered the 
army, where he served with credit to himself 
and honor to the service for nearly nine 
ears, during which he was twice breveted— 
irst as Captain and afterwards as Major—for 
meritorious services. Col. Sheetz was a 
membér of John A. Davis Post of the 
Grand Army of this city. He was also a 
member of the Masonic fraternity and the 
Centennial Lod of Templars, in 
which latter institution he held high rank 
and wielded a large influence, and where he 
was loved and esteemed by allasa true and 
noble man and a zealous, consistent, and ex- 
emplary member of an order that was dear 
to his heart. Col. Sheetz was married to 
Miss Jennie en, July 3, 1879. The 
funeral will take place Thursday morning at 
10 o’ciock, and will be in charge of the John 
A. Davis Post of the Grand Army of the 
Republic.

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BOGUS TARIFF REFORM. 


Scandatious Beereces of War Duties 
Made by the Ways and “Means Commit- 
tee—Proposed tobbery of the People 
for the Further Enrichmeént of Mlijl- 
ionaires. 

Boston Herald. Jan. 6. 

Under the direction of the Committee on 
Ways and Means of the House of Repre- 
sentatives a table has been prepared of the 
effect which the duties proposed by the 
Tariff Commission would have upon the 
customs receipts of the country if they) had 
been in force during the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1882. In one sense this table doves 
not have the interest that would attach to it 
if it had been published a iwwonth ago, for it 
is well known that the Ways and Means 
Committee has materially modified the 
schedules presented by the ‘commission, 
while the Senate committee, which has been 
engaged inthe work of revision, has also 
made, it is supposed, changes which 
vary from those which the House 


committee ow ~* propose to 
ommend. Ww ave, therefore. 
substance, three diffetezt plans for chang- 
ing the tariff, though the Congressional ones 
are doubtless based on the vue suggested 
by the Commissioners. 

Perhaps the most interesting subject in 
this connection is the addition which the 
Tariff Commissioners have made to the duty 
rates now in foree, and the apparent effect 
which these would have had on the revenue 
of the country. Omitting a number of minor 
ones, the first items which suggest attention 
are those which relate to the duties on the 
various forms of earthenWare. ‘Thus the 
rate of duty on ornainenta! china, porcelain. 
ete., is now 50 per cent, and gave to the Gov- 
ernment last year $1,137,558.97. It is raised by 
the report to 6 per cent, increasing tae rev- 
enue to $1,549,210.16. ‘The change in plain 
china and porcelain from 45 to 0 per cent 
raises the amount colleeted from $142,564.77 
to $190,086.36. But itis in the item: of ordi- 
pary earthen, stone, and crockery wares that 
the change is Inost apparent, for here ihe 
duties are raised from 40 to > per cent, 
a percentage of increase much larger than in 
the more expensive grades. The duty col- 
lected under the present tariff is $1,775,294. 93, 
which the increase in rate would raise to 

$2,441,080.55, an advance which would be felt 
in every household in the country, and all 
for the benefit of a handful of native manu- 
facturers, who already have an enormous 
margin of protection. 

. The change in the duty on steel ingots, 

looms, etc., would aiid about $100,000 to the 
duty paid last year; but the proposed in- 
crease in the duty on iron and steel, cotton 
ties and hoops for bailing purposes, from 
what is now 36.19 to the equivalent of 81.64 
per cent, would make the cotton-growers 

pay for these articles 5608.037.8Liu the form 
of duty, in place of $269,557.08, which they 
paid last year. It does not seem possibie 
that such a change will commend itself to 
the judgment of reasonable men, It 
is evidentiy an interested change, and 
will certainly be opposed by .those who 
represent the Southern people in Congress. 
In the duty on copper ore, plates, bars, etc., 
there has been a slightreduction. It does 
not amount to Lew! for the reason that our 
facilities for pr roducing copper are such that 
there would be practically no importation of 
this metal if it Pad been placed on the free 
list. ‘The duty simply enables the copper 
men to fix their combination price so as to 
pay them an immense profit, leaving it at the 
same time just low enough to prevent the 
importation of copper from abroad. The 
only competition to which they are subject- 
ed is with imported old copper and brass, fit 
only for remanufacture. ‘Ihe duty upon 
this is relatively low—as it should be—but 
by the exercise of that oblique wisdom 
which has characterized not a iit 
tle of the Commissioners’ work, the 
duty upon this has been so far ad- 
vaneed thatit isnow higher, as an advalo- 
rem charge, than upon pew copper. In the 
class of manufactures of metal not 
otherwise provided for, especially iron, the 
increase in duty charges has been from an 
average of 37.26 to 45 per cent, adding not 
less than $500,000 to the duty that would 
have been paid upon these articles. But it 
is in the item of what is commercial! y 
known ‘as tin plates that the most absurd 
change is made. The average duty last year 
was 20.22 per cent, but this the Commission- 
ers proposed to double, which of itself 
would make an addition of duty of $4,837,215. 
When one takes into account the circum- 
stance that these tin plates are used exten- 
sively in canning, packing, and other estab- 
lishments, and at upon ert relative 
cheapness. depends the ability of our 
packers and canners to carry on and 
extend a trade which is gradually 


reaching to al!l.quarters of the globe,

FINANCIAL. 


The local money market was active yesterday. 
The flow of currency continues in favor of the 
city, and in some instances funds are reported 
to be accumutating, though the city demand for 
ioans is good, and rates of interest strong at 7@ 
8 per cent for first-ciass paper. On the street 
money was quoted a shade cavier, with a light 
demand for loans. 

The local bank clearings were $9,000,000, a gain 
of nearly $170,000 over those of Saturday. 

Eastern exchange was quoted at 2@ 0 cents 
premium per $1,000. 

Foreign exchange was quiet. Rates on ster 
ling were quoted at 481 for 60 days and at 455 on 
demand; actual rates at 480@484'4. English docu- 
mentary at 4784,@479. Continental exchange 
was quoted as follows: Bankers’ francs, 51854%©@ 
52244; documentary bills, 626%; bankers’ marks, 
844%@95%; documentary marks, 43%. 

The New York stock market was dull yester- 
day, but generally strorg locally, with little 
business on outside account. The bulis seemed 
disposed to wait for reinforcements, and the 
bears waited to sce how things would turn up. 

The earnings of Lake Shore last week were at 
the rate of 12 per cent per annum. 

The difficulties between Western U “ion and 
Mutual Union are understood to be practically 
settied; leading representatives of each com- 
pany bave held three conferences, and are be- 
lieved to bave agreed on a scttieme nt. 

Reading will ask this week for a discharge of 
its Receiversbip. 

The rumor that the Union Pacific is about to 
lease or buy the Wabash is denied by authority; 
but there are other rumors about a combination 
of these lines with the Missouri Pacific and Han- 
nibal combination. 

The earnings of Wabash increased $2,276,780 
last year. 

The exports of specie from the U nited States 
for the eleven months ending with last Novem- 
ber exceeded the imports by $34,817,589; while 
for the corresponding time in 1881 the difference 
was $47,211,166 the omer way, making a differ- 
ence of about $82,000,000 to our disadvantage 
last year as compared with 1551.

The year 1882 was not satisfactory to fire-in- 
surance companies. The Weekly Underwriter 
reports that there were 2.374 tires, with aggre- 
gate losses of $75,309,060, not including losses 
under $1,000. It is probable that the losses were 
beavier than in any year since 1872. The losses 
to insurduce companies are estimated at $40,- 
000,000. Against these beavy iosses bave ruled 
about as low premiums and abobt as high com- 
missions a6 inany previous yearn Amohg the 
fire-insurance companics only one’ failed—a 
wildcat ~— while twenty-two have ceased 
doing business. Ten new companies have 
been organized, seven increased and four re- 
duced their capital, and four foreign companies 
have been admitted to the United States—three 
being in California. How these changes affect 
the insurance capital of the country may be 
seen from the following table:

It begins to look as if the Winnipeg boom had 
struck asnag. ‘Two busicess firms there of con- 
siderable. magnitude are reported to be in 
trouble. The flood, which delayed the shipment 
of merchandise from St. Paul, and the rapid ab- 
sorbtion of capital in building are given as the 
chief reasons for the setback. 

The late activity in St. Paul is due to the 
general belicf that the annual statement will 
show an addition to the surplus account of 
about $750,000 after providing forall outgoes. 
For this reason the 7 percent dividend for 1888 
is considered a8 certain. 

The Financial Chronicle sees indications of a 
more favorable feel in business circics. It 
calls attention to the November trade figures as 
having inspired confidence where it was needed, 
and notes that surprisingly few failures oc- 
curred on Jan. 1, contrary to the prediction of 
the chronic croakers. The marveivus produc- 
tion of the iast year isaiso referred to as be- 
coming more manifest, and the  busi- 
pess community is seeing that thidse 
bountiful crops must in the end be powerful 
aids to prosperity. The -decline in prices has 
been of value to manufacturers in giving them

Hogs were called 5c bigh- 
er on a smaller supply than had been expected 
by some, and there was an ill-defined fear that 
a local magnate bas been quietly loading up 
with May pork and lard for a fortnight past, 
which may wean trouble to those on the short 
side of the deal. A good many orders to cover 
shorts were filled early,and some of this stuff 
was afterwards put out again.when it was found 
that the market did not go up as expected. 
There was a good export demand for meats, but 
mostiy on the basis of last weck’s prices, and 
they could not be Billed on the advance. 

Flour was in fair dewand and firm.in sympa- 
thy with wheat. Someround lots were taken 
for export, and more would provably bave been 
sold but that holders were rather bare of the 
kinds wanted owing to liberal buying.last week. 
Bran and middlings were firm, wae a light eup- 
ply. 

Wheat was more active and stronger. The 
market advanced about le, feli back 440, and 
closed %@‘c above the latest prices of Satur- 
day. Our receipts showed some increase, but 
they were not large, and the upward movement 
in corn was sufficient reason for higher prices in 
wheat, though outside orders were few in num- 
ber. The trading in fuiures was more largely 
for May than heretofore, a good many 
shorts being filled in, and some folks guessed 
that the marketis now nearly evened up. One 
firm filled about 600,000 bu: before 12 o'clock, 
and there was not much done after that. The 
demand for car-lots was only moderate, buyers 
being unwilling to pay much more than on 
Saturduy; they advanced %4%@lc, the outside on 
the iower grades. It was said yesterday tliat 
Westera flour is now being offered in the British 
Isles nearly We per 100 ibs mure cheaply than 
itean be made by English millers from A™ner- 
ican wheat. Hence the swall export demand for 
the grain. On the afternoon call the market 
was about Yc higher. 

Corn was active and uncertain, but at a higher 
range. The market forthis moath advanced 
S4c, and fell back ¥c, closing 2'4c bigber than 
ou Saturday.

‘somewhat larger (chiefly on the lower grades), 


but St. Louis was quoted strong, and there was 
afear that January corn will be subjected toa 
squeeze. Under this impression there was a 
vigorous filling of shorts early, which advanced 
prices enough to stimulate a cali for margins on 
this month’s contracts. This woke up “a cer- 
tain man” on the skort side of the deal into 
threatening to call a committee to fix the value 
of the property for marginal purposes, and that 
appears to have been the signal fora free un- 
loading by some longs, who did not want to get 
into such a tangle,with January 2c above May and 
lic above new mixed. There is reason to think 
that this unloading was partly on a house which 
is now longer than it calculated on being, though 
a good deaiof buying was done by the sborts. 
We note that there was more domg for Februa- 
ry than beretofore and that May was relatively 
steady. The demand for car lots was good early 
in the day, but buyers held off for concessions 
when futures weakened about noon. On the 
afternoon call the market was %@ ‘4c lower. 

Oats opened strong in sympathy with corn, a 
few of the earlier sales being made at figures 
isc above the closing prices Saturday. This ad- 
vance brought heavy offers of January oats, 
which caused a break of %c «ail along the line, 
the market continuing steady from that point 
until the close of the regular session. Most of 
the sales of No. 2 spot were made at 30c, or \o 
above Saturday's close. No. 2°white and re- 
jected were nominal. Samples were active and 
a shade bigher.

Only a light vusiness wasdoing iu the dry- 
goods market. There was also contintiied dull- 
ness in clothing, millipery goods, and boots and 
shoes. Prices of staple and fancy groceries 
were steady. Dried fruits remain inactive, and 
canved fruit and fish were also dull. There was 
a moderate inquiry for dairy products, prices 
ranging as before. Oils were quoted quiet and 
steady. There was a good demand for coal at 
full prices. 

There was a light trade in greén fruits at 
about Saturday's prices. FEegs were firmer, 
selling at 28c per doz for strictly fresh. In 
bides and tallow there was no new feature to 
note, the market for both continuing dull, with 
stocks fair in each case. Metals and tinners’ 
ware are moving well for the season, quota- 
tions remaining steady. Potatoes are in fair 
stock, and selling at 65@70c per bu by the car- 
lot. In seeds clover-seed was firm and higher, 
with choice medium at $7.10 bid and mammoth 
at $7.25. Clover-seed was firm with light offer- 
ings at $1.60 for prime. Fiaxseed was higher, 
at $1.21@1.23 in store and on track. Hay was 
steady for timothy at about Saturday’s prices, 
while upland prairie wasasbade easier owing 
to the liberal receipts. 

Hobbe and Hutchinson are the result of the 
majority of aspirations on the Board of Trade, 
The contmuation of this interesting narrative 
will be found in our local columns. 

About 4,000 boxes of meats went doWn in the 
City of Brussels. 

It looked early yesterday morning as if Handy 
had“ got'’emagen.” Later some of the boys 
thought they had got him. 

They say that some of the conservative houses 
are refusing to fill orders to transact new busi- 
ness in corn. This is presumed to apply only to 
January contracts. 

With new mixed corn down to lle below the 
price of No.2 thereis a big temptation to re- 
ward the difference as too wide. Of course a 
rigid inspection bas something to do with it. 
There are people in the country who think our 
standard on No.2 is much higher than that in 
St. Louis, and are sending thither their good 
new mixed corn accordingly. 

A steamer arrived yesterday morning from 
Budingeton, Mich., with a load of lumber and 
shingies, and managed to reach the Franklin 
street market through the broken ice. With a 
continuance of the present weather she is liable 
to remain there for some time.

The Chicago Presbytery—First Quar- 
terly Seasion of the New Year—Lin- 
coln University—New Pastors to Be 
Enstalied. 

The Chicago Presbytery held its first quar- 
terly session of the new year in thé literary 
room of the Y. M. C. A. Building yesterday 
morning, the Rev. G. ©. Ray. of Hyde Park, 
Moderator, and the Rev. E. R. Davis Clerk. 

The Rey. Joseph Chester, of Cincinnati, 
was invited to sit as a corresponding mem- 
ber, and was allowed to present the cause of 
Lincoln Univers#¥, a colored institution 
near Philadelphia, for which he is agent. He 
said in two years he had found forty men 
who were willing to give $150 a year to edu- 
cate a young man in that institution. One 
of these was the Governor of Ohio 
and one was Mark Twain. ‘The lat- 
ter had asked that the faculty pick 
a promising young man who was not going 
to study for the ministry. Mr. Chester said 
that he had been sent to Chicago to give in- 
formation on wiiat had been done in this di- 
rection. Over onerseventh of the population 
of the United States, and in fact the whole 
world, was of the black race. Asa rulethey 
were poor and were not aiforded the means 
of securing an education which often their 
talents and abilities justified. There was a 
great need for workers among the negroes 
throughout the country, and more espe- 
cially in the. South. None were bet- 
ter qualified to meet the requirements 
than educated biack men themselves. 
Twelve classes, numbering 165 men, have 
been graduated at the university, and of 
these 100 are now preaching the gospel 
among their’ people, mostly in the South. 
though a few are laboring in Africa. The 
rema mo! sixty-five are as laymen doing 
good work in the advancement of their race. 
Mr. Chester concluded by saving that Ne was 
not in Chicago to solicit aid, but would re- 
ceive contrjbutions for the good cause. He 
would like nothing better than te be intro- 
duced by pastors benevolent members of 
their congregations who perhaps would 
like to enable ond colered man to receive a 
thorough education\pby the payment of $150 
annually... «

The installauon atthe Sixth Church will 
occur Tuesday evening, Feb. 13, the Moder- 
ator presiding. The Rev. Jonathan Sewell 
will make the installation prayer, and the 
Rev..E. R. Burkbolter, of Cedar Kapids, la., 
will preach the sermon: Dr. Barrows will 
charge the pastor and Dr. McPherson the 
people.

Messrs. Bristol, 
Davis, Craven, Lathrop, and Boring, who 
have been kept away trom the meetings re- 
ceutly by reason of sickness, ‘The reports as 
to the present cendition of the patients were 


quite encouraging. 

A former topic of Dr. J. H. More, which 
had not yet been discussed, was made the 
topic for the day. It was: “* Are the Methoas 
of the Fathers Adapted to the Present Needs 
of the Church and of the World? If So, 
Do They Prevail in the Church?” Dr, 
More said that he supposed that the minis- 
ter of the present day knew as much about 
the present time as the fathers did about 
their times. ‘There had been a great 
number of changes, and other changes were 
imminent, and so, in generally replying to 
the question, he thought the methods of the 
fathers were not adapted to present needs, 
either of the church or of the world. ‘Their 
methods of stating Scriptural doctrines had 
undergone little or no change verbaps, but 
their manner of illustrating these doctrines 
and of enforcing them had ¢ertainly been 
changed, as, for instance, the doctrine of 
total depravity. A minister would scarcely 
attempt to force upon an iutelligent congre- 
gation today the line of thought upon that 
wpie adopted by Methodist fathers of 100 
years ago. ‘This might be an extreme in- 
stance, but there were many others. Science 
hud made advanees, and had modified not 
the statement of the doctrine, Dut the man- 
ner of enforcing those doctrines. The meth- 
ods of preaching had entirely changed at the 
sacrifice of the autocracy of the ministry, 
and itineracy had become an established rule 
in the church. 

The Rev. Frank M. Hardin refuted in an 
earnest argument the ideas advanced by Dr. 
More. He adhered closely to the doétrines 
and methods of the fathers in every particu- 
lar, and thought this age was none the more 
enlightened than the people of a century 
ago, amd that it would bea very poor Bibie 
reader of filty years ago who couid not worst 
a theologian of the present day in an argu- 
ment upon justification by faith. 

The Rev. Dr. Hatfield responded to some 
ot the sentiments expressed. by Mr. Hardin. 
The iilustrations by Mr. More of the ehanges 
in Methodisin were well made, but there 
were mauy, many others. The fathers, for 
instance, believed in that genera!!ly-believed 
story about the Phenix. and by it 
were in the habit of inculecating the 
doctrine of the resurrection of the body. 
Some of them believed of fossil 
remains, bones, ete., that they were created 
fossils by God in the six days, and in this 
way they refuted, or claimed to refute, the 
arguments of the earth’s antiquity. The 
four<lays meetings had been abandoned. 
Wesley claimed the right to eject ministers 
objectionable to him from the church which 
he founded, No one claimed that right now. 
As to the election of Presiding Eiders, 
Hattield said it ought to be coheeded to the 
preachers, who should select a list of names 
to be submnitted’to the Bishop, from which 
list the latter should make a selection. ‘That 
other changes were imperative he had no 
doubt. It was his deliberate and sober judg- 
ment that the Methodist Church was lament- 
ably weak in all that constitutes the church 
in all the great cities. In New 
York a person by climbing upon the 
spire of Trinity Church might count within 
easy range no less thau seventeen churches 
whose pulpits were gy 1 pee today by cler- 
gymen who had left the Methodist Church. 
He thought there was something radical! 
wrong when such a state of affairs existed, 
and it would not do ‘to avoid argument of 
the point by making the statement that it 
was right and proper that the Methodist 
Church should be the handmaid of other 
creeds, amd should supply the material which 
served to keep alive and foster other creeds. 
Dr. Hatfield expressed himself quite freely 

gainst itinerancy, and his views were evi- 
dentiy those of the majority of those present.

The Celebrated Interviewer Tal 
an Evening with James 
R. Keene. 


Keene Says the Country Is on the 
Verge of a Great Financial 
Panic. 

The Coal Pool, the High Tariff, and Stock- 
Watering Have inflated Prices and En- 
dangered Everything. 


Special Dispatch to Cincinnati Enquirer. 

New York, Jan. 6.—Mr. James Keeue, the 
world-renowned operator in stocks, agreed 
to talk with me last night at @ o’clock, and 
todk me aside at Delmonico’s at the hour 
named, when [ put the question to him: 

“]l would like to have your judgment 
about the near financial! future.” 

“ We have everything marked tip too high; 
the capacity of the country to prodtice and 
manufacture is altogether beyond the ca- 
pacity to sell. Uniess 1 am greatly mis- 
taken, the hard hand of necessity will shake 
the water out of some of these bubbles, and 
when they begin to shrink some of them will 
burst.” 

“HAVE YOU NOT BEEN A BULI, 
Mr. Keene, during considerable of the flush 
period now perhaps at its wane ?” 

“Yes, 1 was a bull until the spring of 1581, 
when I formed the views I now hold, but had 
not anything like the amount of information 
I now possess to confirm them, Very few 
persons are doing well: You look over this 
city and you will find hardly any of the mer- 
chants or manufacturers or commission men 
making anythme. Go around these New 
York hotels and inquire as to their percent- 
ages compared to two years ago.. They 
will all tell you,. that they are not 
making money as they were, and the con- 
sumer and visitor is retrenching. Go into 
the stores ‘just now, after the holidays, and 
see how many merchants tell you they have 
had a prosperous Christinas, The mercan- 
tile establishments in this city and through- 
out the country are crammed with goods. 
The factories cannot dispose of what they 


/ wake nor the merchants of what they hola. 


Go into Wall street, among the eleven huh- 
dred brokers there, and ask how many of 
them are making any money.

THERE 18S NO PUBLIC IN THE STREERT. 
The stocks are kept upto their visionary 
values by manipulation. The iron-miils are 
shutting down, All scheming is without its 
reward. Nomore money can be borrowed 
in this market for new enterprises, and with 
difficulty can money be obtained for the most 
rational of those long under way and not yet 
completed, The supply of money has prac- 
tically ceased from Europe. The indications 
are too plain not to be interpreted that we 
are standing on inseeure foundations. I be- 
lieve we are standing on a hollow abyss.”’ 

* Upon what do you base this discourag- 
ing view, Mr. Keene ””’ 

“Upon the expansion of every. enterprise, 
with few exceptions, that [ can putmy hands 
on. There are“about $8,000,000,000 worth of 
securities listed on this Stock Exchage. Of 
these only about 8700,000,000 worth pay divi- 
dends, high or low: the rest pay nething at 
all. “When you come to select individual 
corporations you can see where that $8,000,- 
000,000 has come from. ‘Take the Milwaukee 
& St. Paul Railroad, forexample. Between 
two and three years agoit had about 1,700 
miles of road, $40,000,000 of bonds, $12,000,000 
of preferred stock, and $50,000,000 of common 
stock. Now, the increase in all these ele- 
wents is appalling.”’ 

Mr. Keene gave the same figures in gener- 
al, and predictions about the Northwestern 
Railroad and about the Omaha Railroad. 

“THKSE THREE SYSTEMS,”’ 

he said, “ have completely gridironed all the 
country through which they run. They have 
invaded each other’s territories in the mad 
pursuit of freights, and in the passion to is- 
sue more bonds, to be allowed to lay more 
road and derive the ‘profits from such reck- 
less building, bonding, and stocking.

Keene, have you heard that Mr. Vanderbilt 
has been selling great quantities of his @vn 
stock?”

BY NO MEANS A SHALLOW MAN. 
He has ability, andis sagacious. I think he 
has been selling his railroad stocks wherever 
he could find purchasers, and that he has 
made large sales of the Central, and is getting 
out of other property.into which he appears 
by some accounts to be entering. The great 
line of Government bonds he still holds at a 
low-bearing rate of interest shows that he 
does not want to have his entire market-bas- 
ket filled with railroad securities, particular- 
ly railroad stocks, The events are going to 
prove thathe was wise when he got out.” 

Said I: “ What do you think of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad system ?” 

“That is exceptional,”’.said he. “Fora 
few years past it has been very conservative- 
ly managed. It is not only the best-man- 
aged road in the country in its physical

The effect of the high tariff in the United 
States is to cause manufactories ty start up 
every where, and at one moment the market 
is ali gorged with goods, and at the next 
season the .prices of those manufactores 
which amount to necessaries are so great that 
labor has to ask more wages. Coal and labor 
are intinately conneeted. The modern laborer 
bas a great many little luxuries to pur- 
chase which are the product of the mann- 
factures, If these tnings were cheap. he 
could afford to take less wages. The reason 
he is constantly pressing for more wages is 
because he cannot meet the demands of a 
modern household under the artificial stand- 
ard of prices.” :

have enormously cost beyond what they 
shuuld have done, and to keep up this system 
of interest and dividends upon them one of 
the zreatest taxes paid by any nation is col- 
lected in the form of transportation. We 
could have bought the steel and iron for most 
of these roads at less tlian half what it has 
cost.”’ 

“Do you believe in suddenly changing 
from a tariff system tu free trade ’”’ 

“No: ldo not advocate that, but I say that 
we must at once begin to reduce the tariif, 
according as the country can standit. lf we 
were on another basis of taxation we could 
tell how to calculate our business. But, un- 
der the iniquitous tariff system around us, we 
are moving on stilts, and there is no reality 
in anything.” 

“Whatdo you think of the new Pacific 
roads. Mr. Keene ”’ 

“| was saying yesterday that it seemed to 
me that the principal use of California was 
that railroads might be built to it from the 
East. The State of California is rich in nat- 
ural resources, and, from what 1 hear, the 
State is doting well,.while San Francisco is 
not very prosperous... 1 do not believe that 
there was any need of more than one rail- 
road system to California. The Union and 
Central lacific systems, themselves very long, 
might have been sustained. The South- 
ern California system I consider entirely 
unnecessary. The Nortnern Pacific system 
has achance to save itself.

They are buiit, 
not to meet a want, but to make money by 
marketing their securities, which is nothing 
but debt and future misery.”
